Shortly after 2 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon, August 7, the west tower 
of the new Denver Cathedral waa 
struck by lightning, and with a 
thunder equaling In Intensity tha 
report from the heavens, twenty-five 
feet of the top came crashing to 
the ground, throwing huge hundred- 
pound blocks on all sides. The 
beautiful flamboyant cap crowning 
tha corner spire and set proudly tn 
place two years ago, slid down the 
west slant of the tower, glanced 
from the roof, and was Imbedded In 
the ground 235 feet below. With It 
came a huge segment from the north 
side of the tower summit, leaving a 
large gap through to the sky. All 
the side pinnacles and balconies in 
the path of the falling rock were 
carried down with the avalanche. 
The damage Is estimated at $15,000, 
partially covered by Insurance. Re- 
pair work will be begun aa soon as 
the necessary stone can be ordered 
from Bedford, Ind. The huge 
scaffolding will have to be recon- 
structed, and two or three months 
will be required. The regular work 
will not be Impeded, and capped or 
otherwise, the handsome structure 
will probably be dedicated on the 
original date, October 26, a lasting 
tribute to the Indomitable courage 
and perslatency of the Cathedral 
parish and Its rector even under ad- 
verse conditions. It Is considered 
nothing short of a wonder that no- 
body was Injured.
